| Plane Loses 
Wing Part, 
Lands Safely 


PHOENIX, Ariz., April 21 ® — 
About 10 feet of the left wing on 
a Frontier Airlines plane was 
sheared off in flight today when 
the plane hit a violent downdraft. 

The pilot brought his storm-buf- 
feted plane with 23 frightened 
passengers and a crew of three 
in for a safe landing in Phoenix 
about half an hour later. Airline 
officials immediately began try- 
ing. to determitie whether the 
plane had scraped against the 
ground during flight. 

Frontier officials said that 10 
to 12 feet of the plane's %-foot 
wing-span was chopped off, but 
most of the ‘flying’ surface was 
intact. 

Pilot Dale Welling reported that 
his two-engine DC3 was battered 
by furbulent air currents from 
Prescott to Phoenix, a distance 
of about 8 air miles. The wing 
section was lost about 55 miles 
northeast of Phoenix.

Non-Farm Jobs in State 
Up from Year Ago Mark

Non-farm employment rose slightly, both in Atlanta 


and in Georgia, during ‘1957. The state had 968,000 


March, 1956. 

Increases over the March, 1956, 
tabulations were reported for all 
major groups except manufactur- 
ing and trade in the state. 

Atlanta, with 341,300 persons 
employed (5,600 more than a year 
ago), picked up 450 workers dur- 
ing the month and had gains in 
all major groups over the year- 
ago figures except in construction 
and trade. 


A late- Easter was pegged as 
partial cause of a lower level in 
statewide trade and 1,050 fewer 
employes. Thus, the full impact 
of seasonal hiring in this cate- 
gory was not reflected in March 
employment estimates, reported 


T. Huiet in his monthly report 
prepared in cooperation with the 
U.S. Bureau of Labor Statistics. 


UNFAVORABLE WEATHER 


In Atlanta, construction em- 
ployment was down 1,450 from 
the year-ago figure. A decline in 
heavy building due to unfavor- 
able weather got part of the 
blame for this decline, but all 
segments reported declines. State- 
wide, a brighter construction pic- 
ture emerged as 600 employes 
were added during the month and 
slightly more people were at 
work than in March, 1956. 


Manufacturing employment in 
Atlanta remained unchanged from 
February to March, but the state 
reported a continuing but slow- 
ing downtrend as compared to the 
previous three months, 


AIRCRAFT UP 


In transportation equipment 
manufacture, the Atlanta area 
had a slight employment loss at- 
tributed primarily to a general 
decline in auto assembly plants. 
Aircraft manufacturing employ- 
ment, however, was reported up 
slightly. In the state, seasonal 
losses in several industries out- 
weighed seasonal gains and saw 
300 fewer manufacturing work- 
ers employed.

The food 
processing employment level re- 
mained unchanged in Atlanta but 
underwent a seAsonal downtrend 
statewide, with .a 300-employe 
loss being shared by bakeries, 
canning, preserving and miscel- 
laneous interests. 

Textiles lost 300 workers over 
the month, primarily due to 
less business for the broad-woven 
mills. Seasonal gains in tufted 
textiles and women’s and chil- 
dren’s wear, however, pushed 
apparef and finished textile prod- 
ucts employment up by 100 work- 
ers. Average weekly textile earn- 
ings were down in Atlanta due to 
less overtime but were practi- 
cally unchanged statewide. 


Paper mill expansions resulted 
in 100 additional workers state- 


ly earnings up 58 cents. In 
Atlanta, the earnings were up 
$1.94 a week due to more over- 
time and increased incentive pay. 


All Atlanta manufacturing pro- 
duction workers averaged $71.97 
a week in earnings during March, 
working 38.9 hours at $1.85 an 
hour, This was $1.50 a week be- 
low the February figure but 
$4.25 over March, 1956. Wages 
were off 46 cents a week from 
February statewide.
